E. J. Garland, M.P. for Bow River 
was the speaker at a meeting in the 
lO.O.F. hall on ^Wednesday of. last 
week; with Mr Garland were Mr. H. 
Hanson, director and Mr. H. W. Leon 
ard, secretary of the constituency as¬ 
sociation; about sixty were present. 
Mayor Butfhart presided. 

Mr. Leonard, the first speaker 
dwelt on the political aspect of the 
organization; that their dues were 
needed to help defray the cost of the 
election expenses, that in all probabil 
ity would take place next year. $1,000 
was the cost and locals should keep 
their membership up, if it were only 
for the benefits derived, as according 
to the Crows Nest agreement, the sav 
ing on shipping of one car of grain 
would pay the dues for thirty years. 

A Packing Plant was soon to be 
realized through the Co-op., said IVlr. 
Hanson, one at Edmonton and possib 
ly also at Calgary. Travelling clinics 
were much approved by the speaker, 
who thought that it should be extend 
ed to adults. Co-operative buying was 
another of his subjects. 

Mufor Butchart, chairman, then intro¬ 
duced Mr. Garland, who gave a very 
comprehensive review of the last ses 
sion, congratulating the ladies in his 
opening remarks, on the decision 
handed down that a woman was a-t>er 
son. Divorce bills occupied too much 
valuable time of the "house and due to 
the efforts of Mr. Woodsworth, the 
courts will have charge of divorce cas 
es in Ontario. Personal domicile was 
another point gained as regard wo¬ 
men in divorce cases. The Highways 
grant was dealt with and it 'was 
brought forth that the* Federal gov¬ 
ernment wanted to include this in the 
subsidy along with the Natural Re¬ 
sources which was almost completed 
except on one point that was not yet 
settled. Due to the Grain Commission 
and the appointment of a new Board 
a great improvement had been made 
in the grading and handling of wheat 
to the benefit of the farmers. 

The two clauses in the Kellogg- 
Briand Peace Pact were read by Mr. 
Garland who spoke very eloquently 
nn'this subject; that the minds of the 
people must be turned tov.-ards peace 
and quote’d figures to show how much 
it was costing the government to be 
prepared. Credit was given to all 
those who had taken part toward the 
peace movement and to the original 
drafter of the two clauses in the 
Peace Pact, Professor Shotwell.

Mayor Butchart Addresses 
Lethbridge Board of Trade 


(Lethbridge Herald) 

Co-operation between urban and 
rural people in solving the problems 
of Southern Alberta was the clarion 
call of Mayor W. E. Butchart of Vul¬ 
can, who was the guest speaker at 
the regular weekly puncheon of the 
Lethbridge Board of Trade last week. 

Mayor Butchart declared that one 
of the finest things which any com¬ 
munity can foster is the spirit of 
goodwill between the people of the 
community and the surrounding coun 
try. Vulcan, he said, had striven for 
this and he believed theT e was no 
town in Alberta enjoying more friend 
ly relations with the people in its 
trading territory, not only in a com¬ 
mercial way, but in a social way as 
well. 

The visit of the Vulcan mayor is 
part -of the Lethbridge Board of 
Trade campaign to hear community- 
leaders on the problems and aspira¬ 
tions of the various communities of 
Southern Alberta, and Mayor But¬ 
chart proved himself to be an able ex 
ponent of the “Wheat Belt.” He de¬ 
clared in the course of his address 
that Vulcan was one of the largest 
primary wheat shipping points in the 
world, where crops are consistently 
good, and the district is peopled by 
farmers who are forward looking and 
ready to heap their share of the bur¬ 
den. The .crops in the Vulcan district 
this year, he said, were somewhat 
lighter than last, averaging from 10 
to 25 bushels per acre,-but they were 
of high quality and were harvested at 
a minimum of expense, with the re¬ 
sult that people are paying off their 
old debts and putting themselves in 
good position to carry on their oper¬ 
ations. 

Vulcan, which in 1915, when the 
speaker moved there after living for 
a number of years & the Magrath- 
Raymond-Cardston area, had a popu¬ 
lation of nearly 1,300 and is endeav¬ 


oring to serve its .rich territory. In 
this effort, good schools have been 
provided which holds a high place in 
the educational scheme of the province 
Some time ago a municipal hospital 
was built by the town and the sur¬ 
rounding district and this has proven 
a Godsend to the people. “The build¬ 
ing of this hospital is one of the fin¬ 
est things 1 have had anything to do 
with during my public life,” declared 
the mayor. The recent completion 
and dedication of the Canadian leg¬ 
ion comifiunity liall was another in¬ 
stance of Vulcan's desire to serve its 
territory. The hall was built at a 
cost of $35,000 and is a credit to the 
community! 

One of the problems faciug the 
town of Vulcan today is the question 
of the hawker and peddler who comes 
ipto/the community when times are 
gofld and tries to skim off the cream 
of the business without paying taxes. 
The business men of the town pay 
half the taxes to keep the community 
progressing and he thought it emin¬ 
ently unfair that the wandering mer¬ 
chant should be allowed to escape. 
Vulcan was asking the provincial gov 
ernment to remedy fhis situation. It 
is likely that representations will be 
made to the government prior to. the 
coming session, and Mayor Butchart 
asked that the Lethbridge Board sup¬ 
port Vulcan in its stand on the mat¬ 
ter. 

In closing, Mayor Butchart thanked 
the Lethbridge Board of Trade for 
the honor done in inviting him to 
speak. He appreciated the honor on 
behalf of his fellow citizens and hop¬ 
ed that Lethbridge would be able to 
send speakers to Vulcan at some la¬ 
ter date. President Baalim, in thank 
ing Mr. Butchart for his address, as¬ 
sured him that Lethbridge was al¬ 
ways ready Jto support Vulcan in ad¬ 
vancing the prosperity of Southern 
Alberta.

The Farmers’ Sun in commenting 
on the Canadian Club luncheon for 
Ramsay MacDonald in Toronto,' ob¬ 
serves that though organized laoor 
Haunted itself at the head table along 
with commerce, law, finance, politics, 
church and press, yet agriculture was 
conspicuous by its absence-.

The 
incident is mentioned here because it 
is typical of the studied disregard of 
agriculture on public occasions as in 
public affairs. For this the farmer is 
himself to blame. So long as he is 
content to take a back seat, so long 
will the community accept him at his 
own valuation. Even the politicians, 
who used to flatter him, at least 
around election time, have ceased to 
pay him compliments. Instead, they 
talk about what they propose to do 
for him, much in the same way that 
the^talk of what they propose to do 
for the indigent aged, under-privileg¬ 
ed children and those of weak intel¬ 
lect. 

“MY TOWN” WILL GROW 

Mr. R. W. Fisher, editor of the 
Wallawalla Union says: 

THAT most every town just hap¬ 
pened at the start. 

THAT its growth depended on 
faith. 

THAT when a man has faith in a 
town he is proud of it. 

THAT when a man is proud of his 
town he is proud of his community, 
his estate, his nation.

THANKSGIVING 

Newfoundland holds the honor of 
being the first place on the continent 
to celebrate a day of Thanksgiving. 
This was in 1578, and was occasioned 
by the gratitude of immigrants under 
Frobisher for having safely arrived 
in the New World. 

Canada itself, apparently did not 
adopt Thanksgiving as a national 
day'of celebration until 1879, when it 
was decreed that a day of general 
Thanksgiving should be observed. Be 
fore this, special events had been ob¬ 
served in the same spirit, notably in 
1816 after the Napoleonic wars and 
in 1872 for the restoration to health 
of -King Edward VII (Prince of 
Wales). ' 

It has always been felt that the 
American Thanksgiving came too 
late in the year to serve the real pur¬ 
pose in Canada—a celebration and 
day of gratitude for the completion of 
harvest. 

The actual date was never fixed in 
Canada, alternating between October 
and November, until 1921 when Par¬ 
liament combined Armistice Day anil 
thanksgiving Day to fall upon the 
Monday nearest to November 11.

The highway program of the Fed 
eral government includes the linking 
of Jasper Park and Banff by_> road 
running south from Red Pass Junc¬ 
tion and along the Canoe River, con¬ 
necting with the trans-Canadia high¬ 
way between Golden and Revelstoke.

MANY SIDED PROBLEM 

j Speaking of immigration, a very 
live subject at present, it is advanced 
in argument, that every arrival of a 
new inhabitant introduces an element 
of competition with those already lo¬ 
cated in the country. Increased pop¬ 
ulation means increased competition, 
which might result in decreased wa¬ 
ges, or, in case of the farmers, in a 
drop in the price of products through 
surplus supply. 

] The agricultural laborer has been 
encouraged to come to Canada, but, 
having a'rrived here, he is the victim 
of seasonal Occupation. For months 
he may 1>e unemployed. And it is 
the misfortune of his lot that he has 
no trade union to fight his cause, no 
affiliation to help him. He enters the 
country easily, but remains under a 
handicap. If however,.- he can adapt 
himself to other occupations through 
slack months, he has his chance to 
succeed. 

The faster our export markets ex- 
parfd, the greater the quantity of pro¬ 
ducts required, and the need “for more 
farmers. The expansion of industry- 
demands more labor. The situation is 
interwoven, but before more immi¬ 
grants are brought in, there should 
be reasonable .security that all men 
may find occupation for at least nine 
months of the year. 

NEEDFUL CUSSING 

The town of Gyor, in Hungary, is a 
very good town, having passed a 
whole string of morality laws which 
the citizens must observe, one of 
which is; “Thou shalt not'swear.” 

The law seems to have worked 
pretty well. But there comes a time 
1 when a rule is broken, and it has 
come to a builders’ foreman, who has 
asked for a special dispensation with

The foreman has to get work done 
within contract time, ajid his firm hat- 
had to pay damages more than once 
because the men have fallen down on 
the job.

But 
it is a sad fact that a verbal lashing, 
couched in the vernacular of the quar 
tor-deck, goes a long way toward 
jacking up a gang of men who are 
not putting the amount of pep into a 
job that they should do.

Christmas dinner tables will not 
lack for turkeys, judging by reports 
from different parts of the pi o\nice. 

1 urkeys raised in the open during the 
summer cannot stand close confine¬ 
ment during the fattening period and 
should therefore not bo confined to 
peris. Confinement often results in 
the birds going off their feed and do | 
veloping digestive troubles, some- j 
times in death. The proper time to j 
commence fattening is four weeks be 
fore Uley are wanted for table use, 
which is usually in November and I)e 
comber. The young birds should be 
started feeding gradually. The feed 
should be composed of both mashes 
and whole grain, the mashes in the 
morning and at mid-day, and the 
whole grain at night. Che mash is 
made up of equal parts of ground 
oats, barley meal, coin meal anil 
wheat bran, and should he fed in a 
moist condition from clean "V'-shap- 
i;il troughs. Whole corn is the best 
grain for fattening purposes and 
should be used for the evening meal. 
Never give them more than they will 
lead ily eat. Turkeys thrive best in 
tlie open and even in the fattening 
period should be allowed in roost out j 
side, with protection, of course, from j 
cold winds and rain. 

LIBRARY GRANTS

East Crest 1 has been 
Standing in the lime for a few weeks 
and the process of drilling out cement 
will start with new rotary equipment. 

Sterling Pacific is drilling with ro¬ 
tary rig at 4700 feet. 

Encouraging oil and gas showings 
have been made at the Mercury wells 
and Sunlight 1. 

Commonwealth Petroleum No. 1 is 
in Dalhousie sands at about 4300 feet 
and drilling steadily. 

Southwest Petroleum struck an en¬ 
couraging gas flow over the week end 

Mercury 1 struck almost pure gas¬ 
oline recently. It is at a depth of 34- 
65 feet, while Mercury 2 is 3663 feet. 

Sunlight 1 is 4,441 feet, all working 
steadily. 

The McLeod situation is generally 
much improved. McLeod 4 is making 
about 150 barrels daily, and McLeod 
1 is back on partial productions' A 
production test is being made on No. 
1. An effort may be made to remove 
the bit stuck at 1700 feet. Some 
months ago it was giving 100 barrels 
a day, and when it shut off produc¬ 
tion it was producing 60 barrels. 

The drill rods and bit have been 
fished from Mayland 1 and drill reds 
are being twisted near the top of the 
hole, and the task of getting them 
out is successfully completed. Work 
will probably proceed now without 
interruption. It is now about 323 ft. 
in the lime, and down 5764 feet. A 
big burst of gas was struck at this 
well some weeks ago.

DOCTOR SPEAKS OUT 

Says Medical Revolution Threatens 
End of Private Practitioner 


Unless the medical profession suc¬ 
ceeds by itself in educating the pub¬ 
lic to a program of disease preven¬ 
tion, insurance companies, industrial 
concerns and even the state may step 
in and take over the control of health 
was the statement made by Dr. Gunn 
president of the University of Wiscon 
sin, in convention at Chicago recently 

The savant predicted his assertions 
on statistics showing that the annual 
economic loss caused by preventable 
sickness and postponable death 
amounted to 350 million days or $1,- 
800,000,000 annually. 

“It is estimated that this loss could 
be cut to a point where, over and 
above the costs of prevention, a bal¬ 
ance of something like one billion dol 
lars could be left in the pockets of the 
working population and the indus¬ 
tries,” he said. 

Instead of continuing only in an 
emergency capacity, Dr. Frank said, 
the medical profession must change 
the American mind so that the pri¬ 
vate doctor will be consulted at reg¬ 
ular intervals in a sickness preven¬ 
tion program. 

Our only hope of a healthier na¬ 
tion, unless we go bag and baggage 
to state medicine, lies with the un 
selfish doctor who will consciously 
reduce his income by giving sick pa¬ 
tients advice that may keep them 
from falling sick again,” the speaker 
said. 


CANADA BOOK WEEK 

In connection with the Canada 
Book Week which is observed this 
week very actively in cities through¬ 
out the Dominion, Sir Andrew Mac- 
phail, one of Canada’s outstanding 
men of letters, has this observation 
to make, on the practice: 

“A Book Week can do good; it may 
do harm It can do good if it presents 
prominently the few books worthy of 
if it puts forward with noisy assur- 
if its puts forward mith noisy assur¬ 
ance and without discrimination 
books whose only merit is that they 
are Canadian. There are books of 
both kinds in plenty. 

“A literature that is megerly na¬ 
tional is of little value as literature. 
To prove that value, it must become 
part of the literature of the world. It 
is like cookery. A local dish may in¬ 
terest the curious; it will remain a 
local curiosity unless it is to be found 
upon the most fastidious tables.
